ese capital aijd to step up paci- 
fication of the war - ravaged 
countryside. Johnson is report- 
ed to consider both as vital 
fronts in the fight to defeat 
Communist conquest 
of

South.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — OoV. 


Winthrop 
Rockefeller 
has 


mailed letters to teachers in 
Arkansas urging that they sup- 
port a bill pending in the Ar» 
kansas House that would pro- 
vide a formula distribution of 
state aid to schools. 


Included in the bill is money 


to provide the teachers a sal- 
ary increase. 


Rockefeller has signed one 


bill that would give teachers a 
flat $500 raise in each year of 
the next biennium. 


The formula bill would place 


salaries of many teachers be- 
low the $500 a year pledged by 
the governor, 


The legislature reconvenes on 


March 27 following a two-week 
recess. The formula bill,.pend- 
ing 
in the House Education 


Committee, has been passed by 
the Senate. 


Rockefeller said the formula 


bill was more equitable and 
that if passed, it would super- 
sede 
the other measure he 


signed. 


Rockefeller said the formula 


bill would give about 70 per 
cent of the teachers raises in 
excess of $400 a year and about 
55 per cent increases in excess 
of $500 a year. 


The governor said the flat 


distribution bill had no equali- 
zation factor and that it forced 
discriminatory practices of cer- 
tain districts, inviting a federal 
court challenge as to the use 
of state salary funds in districts 
allegedly discriminating against

Debate Starts 
on Business 
Tax Incentive 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House opens debate today on 
administration measures to re- 
store tax breaks to business, 
with President Johnson's pro- 
posed personal income tax hike- 
seen as a key issue. 


The immediate issue Is re-1 


storing the 7 per cent invest- 
ment tax credit on equipment, 
and speeded depreciation for 
Income-producing buildings, two 
tax incentives suspended last 
October. 


But the debate Is expected to 


involve Johnson's proposal for a 
6 per cent income tax surcharge 
effective July 1, with opponents 
arguing the House can't proviie 
tax relief for businesses and 
then weeks later add to the av- 
erage citizen's tax burden. The 
surcharge also would apply to 
corporate incomes. 


Johnson 
had recommended 


restoring the business tax incen- 
tives retroactive to Jan. 1, but 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee went him one better. 


As approved by the commit- 


tee, the measures would allow 
benefits on equipment ordered 
during the five-month suspen- 
sion but not delivered until after 
March 10. 


It was estimated this would 


allow businesses to retrieve all 
but about $300 million of the $1.7 
billion in tax benefits they were 
expected to lose because of the 
suspensions. \ •

The administration's conten- 


tion that there is no conflict be- 
tween the tax incentives and 
surcharge proposals has niet 
widespread resistance on Capi- 
tol Hill.

Moscow Radio, In a Japanese-

Staggers, "I think you are real- 
ly trying to pull a fast one on 
the Congress and this nation." 


He told Hyde and the six other 


commissioners: "You ought not 
to even put it out until this com- 
mittee has a chance to look at 
what is going on." 


"We would be happy to have 


the committee's views on the 
proposed rules," said another 
commissioner, Kenneth A. Cox. 


Staggers was less definite 


when Interviewed as to when 
the committee would look into 
the matter.

hit hard In the delta.

wounded included a number of 
women and children. 


One Communist mortar at- 


tack also brought down a U.S. 
helicopter attempting to land at 
a highland clearing near Pleiku. 
U.S. casualties were not known 
yet in Saigon. 


The mortar attacks followed 


the current Communist pattern 
of inflicting maximum casual- 
ties with long-range shelling and 
avoiding ground battle except 
where success seemed likely. 


The weekly casualty toll an- 


nounced by U.S. authorities re- 
flected the Communist tactics, 
listing 175 U.S. dead and 892 
wounded last week. 


The total of American dead 


was about average for recent 
weeks but was 33 per cent more 
than the average at the same 
time last year, when far fewer 
U.S. troops were in Vietnam. 


The weekly summary put the 


Communist death toll at 1,407 
last week, somewhat lower than 
average.
